iv. a fluid delivery mechanism for transporting fluid from said supply 
to said nozzle for dispensing through said nozzle at said point of 
sale; and 

b) a computer for interacting directly with a retail cdstomer at said point of 
sale to select a color, effect or mixture thereof desired for a nail polish, 
said computer being in controlling commutation with said dispensing 
system for controlling dispensing of specific predetermined proportions 
of ingredients to obtain said color, effect or mixture thereof selected by 
said user.

29. The system ot claim 25, wherein said dispensing system includes a 
plurality of chambers each having an outlet with a nozzle. 

30. The system of claim 25, wherein said dispensing system includes a 
plurality >of chambers that dispense to a common chamber, which 
dispenses to an external receptacle for receiving a nail polish. 

31. The/system of claim 25, wherein said dispensing system also includes 
valve for diverting unused quantities of fluid in said supply line back 

to said supply.
